Coup leader 
named head 
of Bolivia 

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Nov. 2 ( AP) — A Boli- 
vian army colonel overthrew the 11 -week- 
old civilian government of President Walter 
Guevara Thursday, named himself president, 
abolished congress and declared a state of 
siege suspending ail constitutional guaran- 
tees. 

A communique broadcast shortly before 
midnight announced the state of siege, as 
rumors ran through the capital of an attemp- 
ted countercoup by forces loyal to Guevara. 

Col. Alberto Natuscb had himself sworn in 
as president Thursday night, shortly after the 
- . congress declared its support for Guevara, 
Bolivia's first democratically elected presi- 
dent in a decade. 

. . Students and workers opposed to the coup 
took to the streets of the capital, burling rocks 
at armored cars. Soldiers opened fire. Police 
sources and witnesses said at least five 
civilians were killed and dozens wounded. 

Army commanders in the major eastern-

TEL AVIV, Nov. 2 (Agencies) — Police 
said Friday they were "almost certain" a 
bomb blast which killed one man in a building 
near the central bus station in Tel Aviv 
Thursday was the work of Palestinian com- 
mandos. 

They had earlier thought that the man, 

killed by “a standard Israeli Array gre- 
nade,” ’ had committed suicide or was the 
victim of local gang warfare.

BEIRUT, Nov. 2 ( R) — Lebanese 
militiamen knocked out two Syrian armored 
personnel carriers Friday as Syrian peace- 
keeping troops moved in to stop c tastes in a 
Beirut suburb, security sources said. 

They said several Syrians were injured. 
Local residents said they believed at least 
one person was killed and a number wounded 
in Friday's clashes between two local fac- 
tions. Security sources said two persons were 
killed Thursday. 

The all-Syrian Arab Deterrent Force 
(ADF) said the fighting, which started Thurs- 
day, flared again Friday morning. 

Militiamen were using rocket-propelled 
grenades, anti-aircraft guns and 
machinegons. 

The ADF said a Syrian jeep was hit by a 
grenade and caught fire but the occupants 
escaped unhurt. 

The Syrians moved tanks into the area. 
Security sources said Thursday night that 
two persons were killed and six wounded in 
the earlier violence. 

The fighting involved leftist groups, sup- 
porters of the missing Muslim Shiite leader 
Imam Musa Sadr and ADF troops. 

The ADF said Friday its troops sealed off 
two buildings from which gunmen were firing 
in the Shiyah District and rounded up H 
armed men for interrogation. 

ADF troops continued to comb the area 
for other gunmen. 

It was impossible to say if the clashes were 
orchestrated by anyone or if they were spon- 
taneous outbreaks among the private armies 
that rule post civil war Lebanon. 

Newspapers speculated the battles were an 
effort to skuttle the planned Nov. 20 Arab 
summit meeting in Tunis which is expected to 
•focus on the question of southern Lebanon. 
Rightists and leftists accused each other of 
starting the trouble.

Arafat shake hands

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 — President 
Jimmy Carter’ s National Security adviser Dr. 
Zbigniew Brzezinski shook hands and 
exchanged greetings with PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat at a reception in Algiers Thursday, 
official sources confirmed here. 

Brzezinski and Arafat were among the 
guests at a state reception marking the 25th 
anniversary of the Algerian revolution. _ 

While the two men only ■ exchanged cour-- 
tesies. the encounter was the highest-level 
meeting ever between Arafat and a U.S. offi- 
cial. 

After their meeting, Brzezinski told his 
aides he would never repeat the mistake of 
the late Secretary of State John Foster Dul- 
les, who refused to shake hands with interna- 


tional opponents. 

Brzezinski met with a number of radical 
and progressive leaders in Algiers, including 
Vietnamese Defense Chief Gen. Vo Nguyen 
Giap, the architect of North Vietnam's guer- 
rilla war against the U.S. and France. 

Brzezmskfs presence at the Algerian 
celebrations was intended as a signal from the 
Carter administration that the U.S. was ready 
to accommodate Third World revolutions, as 
long as they were independent of foreign 
powers, sources said. 

Sources said Brzezinski sought to explain 
to Algerian Foreign Minister Mohamed 
Ben- Yahia why the United States refused to 
recognize the PLO unless it recognized 
Israer s existence. 

The sources said Brzezinski wished the 
PLO "would act like” the Algerian National 


Liberation Front, which fought against 
France. He noted that the FLN had never 
denied France's right to exist, and was willing 
to negotiate peace — something the PLO has 
refused. 

In Beirut the second-in-command-in 
Fateh organization was quoted Friday as say- 
ing that the establishment of an independent 
Palestinian state on the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip was imminent. 

Salah Khalaf (Abu lyad) told the conserva- 
tive Lebanese newspaper al Anwar in an 
interview that the creation of a Palestinian 
state "is much closer than many think.” 

He said that Palestinian diplomatic activ- 
ity, including visits to Brussels and Rome last 
week by Farouk Kaddourai, the head of the 
PLO Political Department, were all related 
to the establishment of an independent state.

Betty, originally owned by the Greek, Pero 
Shipping Co., Ltd. of Cyprus sailed down the

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of going to the Suez Canal, Betty 

stopped in Pil os island in Greece for bunker- 
ing and repairs. 

It remained in Pilos until the end of 
August. During that time Betty was sold to 
another Gypriot shipping company. It was 
renamed Five Stars. 

On Sept. 3, the old owners telexed the 
charterers of the ship and informed them that 
the Five Stars sailed from Pilos Sept. 1 , des- 
tined for Jeddah and the authorities there 
were informed to expect it around Sept. 14. 
Bardudf said Lloyds Insurance 
Underwriters of 
London kept tapes on 
all ship communica- 
tions. "Lloyds' intel- 
ligence department 
has a radio on each 
ship and it can cap- 
ture ali communica- 
tion traffic between 
vessels,” he said. 

A Lebanese cou- 
ple, who live in an 
apartment building 
overlooking the bay 
in which the ship 
docked, said the 
ship's crane was 
unloading for con- 
secutive days. 
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“There was hardly any armed cover, just 
one or two gunmen could be seen from my 
balcony," said the husband. “How can you 
call this piracy? It seemed a very smooth 
operation to rae.” 

Shipping sources said the captain and crew 
were bought off at $ 350,000 and the cargo 
sold for half-price, about $3.5 million. 

In mid- October, Baroudi asked the gov- 
ernment to seize the ship, but Betty slipped 
out to sea. 

A few days later, the ship docked in Piraeus 
Port. Inspectors discovered traces of the 
name Betty on the bow of the freighter. Goser 
examination revealed the outline of other 
names — Five Stars, Black Eagle, Malaga. 

Authorities in Greece arrested three 
Greeks, including Betty 's former owner, on 
suspicion of involvement in the affair. 
Baroudi says the Lebanese involved in the 
deal have little to worry about — Lebanon’s 
courts have been crippled since the civil war 
began in 1975. 

"It is almost impossible to penalize 
businessmen buying stolen goods,” said 
Baroudi, explaining that it would have to be 
proven the cargo was bought with knowledge 
ft was stolen. "The case would take years and 
that is in normal times, when courts are func- 
tioning properly." 

The ports, set up during the war in 
Debayeh, Jounieh, Batroun and Tripoli, 
north of Beirut, and numerous others in the 
south, are run by the various private armies 
that rule post civil war Lebanon. The ring- 
leaders are Christians and Muslims, rightists 
and leftists. 

“There are no politics. Ifs all a matter of 
cash,” said a banker in Dora, a Beirut suburb. 
“ Beirut 7 s legitimate port, once the busiest in 
the Middle East, is the focus of the most hotly 
contested area in the city. 

The port is closed down as often as. Snipers 
can easily pick off port workers. Meanwhile, 


the Syrian ports of LartaJcia and Tanous are 
booming and so are Lebanon's illegal quays. 

Illegal ports with wif t and uncomplicated 
unloading proceduic* nave provided tne 
most practical alternative, and they are much 
cheaper than the Beirut port. 

A housewife in the Christian town of 
Jounieh, just north of Beirut, said she was 
astonished to see a friend of hers in town. He 
had not dared cross the green-line into the 
Christian area since the war began. 

“ He asked whether he could wait here and 
have a cup of coffee while his shipment was 
being unloaded at the Aqaumarina,” she 
said, referring to a posh resort hotel where 
residents say television sets and other 
appliances are being unloaded nightly. 

“ He said ft only cost him aboutS 90,000 to 
get his merchandise unloaded thete, while it 
would cost him $ 250,000 at the Beirut port, 
provided it was open,” she said. 

A Beirut banker said legitimate importers 
cannot compete with the paintbrush pirates 
— a 26-incb West German color television 
set costs about $ 2,300 if purchased legally. A 
smuggled set is less than half that price. 

The paintbrush pirates are yet another 
headache for the government, which is trying 
to rebuild its army and authority. 

The illegal ports also have put a dent in the 
Lebanese treasury, which used to get 50 per 
cent of its revenues from customs duties. 

The government last week ordered two 
small boats to patrol the coast, a move that 
brought cynical remarks from long-time 
Beirut observers. 

The government also impounded the 
Sertifim A a when it docked at an illegal port 
near the northern city of Tripoli last month. 
A few days later, a boatload of gunmen 
rowed out to the Serafim A , ordered the crew 
ashore and sunk the ship with well- placed 
packs of dynamite.

“The Iranian government met 
fully its responsibility to provide 
security for the embassy in Tehran 
by augmenting the police ele- 
ments which normally protect the 
compound," Reston said. 

“We, the American govern- 
ment, appreciate the Iranian gov- 


ernment’s additional steps for 
assuring the safety of the men and 
women who worn there.” 

For the first time, Reston refer- 
red to the Shah as “the former 
Shah.” 

Bazargan meets Bnezmski 
In another development in 
Algiers, Iranian Prime Minister 
Mehdi Bazargan met President 
Carter’s National Security 
Adviser. Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
Thursday — the first time Iran and 
the United States have had a 
high-level contact since last Feb- 
ruary’s revolution. 

U.S. sources reported a “full 
and frank exchange" at a meeting 
which lasted for one hour and 15 
minutes. 

Aides to Brzezinski said Iranian 
Foreign Minister Ibrahim Yazdi 
was also present.

New Israel finance minister 
facing 100% inflation threat 
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TEL AVIV, Nov. 2 (R) — The 
threat of a 100 per cent inflation 
rate and other severe economic 
problems confront Israel's new 
Finance Minister Yfll Horowitz. 

Premier Menahem Begin 
announced Horowitz's appoint- 
ment Thursday in a cabinet 
reshuffle following Moshe 
Dayan’s resignation as foreign 
minis ter in a row over policy 
toward Palestinians in the 
occupied Arab territory. 

The reshuffle had long been 
expected in the light of Israel 
economic problems, topped by an 
inflation rate expected to reach 
100 per cent by the end of this 
year. 

Tbe 60-year-old Horowitz has 
repeatedly urged the government 
to slash the national budget, a 
move essential to curb inflation 
but certain to put a much heavier 
financial burden on the majority 


of Israelis. 

His appointment, replacing 
Simcha Ehrlich in tbe finance 
ministry, will also have bearings 

on the cabinet's political structure. 

Horowitz, a right winger, is 
noted for his hardline views on the 
Israeli- Arab conflict. 

He objected to concessions 
Israel made in its peace treaty with 
Egypt and quit an earlier post as 
minister of industry, commerce 
and tourism in Begin' s cabinet. 

With the absence of Dayan, 
Horowitz will considerably bolster 
the Nationalist wing in the 
cabinet, split over such issues as 
Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank of Jordan. 

The government Thursday had a 
stormy debate on the settlement 
issue, finally agreeing to abide by a 
supreme court order to dismantle 
an outpost set up on private Arab 
land.

CAIRO, Nov. 2( R) — Chinese 
Deputy Foreign Minister Ho Ying 
arrived Thursday on a four-day 
visit to Egypt after talks in Beirut 
with Lebanese leaders and Pales- 
tinian conjmando leader Yasser 
Arafat.

The Palestine news agency , 
Wafa reported that Ho had | 
assured the Palestinian com- 
mando movement of China’s 
unwavering support during his 
meeting with Arafat.

Egypt, Cyprus 
resume flights 

LARNACA, Cyprus, Nov. 2 
(AP) — Flights between Cyprus 
and Egypt were resumed Thurs- 
day after an interruption of 20 
months, caused by the rupture of 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries. 

A Cyprus Airways plane flew to 
Cairo in the morning and returned 
with a group of 105 Egyptian tour- 
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■^gypt broke off relations with 
Cyprus following a battle here in 
Feb. 1978 during which Cypriot 
troops shot dead 16 Egyptian 
commandos. The commandos 
were trying to storm a hijacked 
Cyprus Airways aircraft in which 
two Palestinians were holding a 
number of hostages after assas- 
sinating a prominent Egyptian 
editor, Youssef Sebai. 


PARIS, Nov. 2 (Agencies) — 
Algerian President Benjedid 
Chadli has called for a peaceful 
solution to tbe Western Sahara 
conflict. 

In his first interview since he 
succeeded the late President 
Houari Bouraediene last March, 
Chadli told the French evening 
newspaper Le Monde Thursday 
that Algeria wanted peace and 
stability. 

He said Algeria had nothing to 
do with the conflict. “It was a con- 
flict between Morocco and the 
Polisario Front fighting for the 
independence of the territory.” he 
said. 

“ We have no claim in this affair, 
territorial or else,” he added. “We 
only defend the principle of self 
determination of a people." 

Algeria was in favor of a peace- 
ful settlement but “the Moroccan 
regime favors the use of force. 
This is not the way we will reach a 
political solution," Chadli said. 

Chadli said his country's “sin- 
cere desire" had always been and 
remained to cooperate with all the 
nations in the region, including 
Morocco. 

“Out sole real enemy is under- 
development. To overcome it, our 
people like our neighbors need 
peace and stability,” the Algerian 
leader added. 

Chadli also reaffirmed his coun- 
try* s opposition to the Camp 
David agreements between Israel 
and Egypt. 

Earlier Thursday Algeria para- 
ded its military might, showing off 


Soviet-supplied MiG-25 warp- 
lanes, T-72 tanks and SAM-9 mis- 
siles never before displayed in 
Algiers. 

The hour-long military parade 
was to celebrate tbe 25 th anniver- 
sary of Algeria’s struggle for inde- 
pendence from colonial France. 

The parade tended to confirm 
Algeria's weapons supremacy in 
North Africa, even as it was com- 
plaining bitterly about U.S. moves 
to supply arms to its neighbor, 
Morocco. 

Libya is the only other Arab 
country known to possess the 
Mig-25, the Soviet Union's most 
advanced warplane. Algeria has a 
squadron of nine, seven of which 
screamed low over Algiers harbor 
to wild applause from a throng of 
thousands. 

The T-72 is the latest Soviet 
tank and the SAM-9 the newest in 


this series of gound-to-air mis- 
siles. U.S. military officers watch- 
ing the parade said that while 
Algeria was believed to possess 
these weapons, it had never before 
displayed them.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 — 
The U.S. government has sold its 
shares in the Casino Du Liban, 
Middle East Airlines and other 
properties, closing the book on its 
12-year involvement in efforts to 
recoup losses from the collapse of 
Lebanon’s Infra Bank. 

After five years of negotiations, 
the U.S. Agriculture Department 
Wednesday transferred its shares 
in Intra Blank's successor, Intra 
Investment Co., to the govern- 
ment of Lebanon for$ 7 million. 

The 715,000 shares of Infra 
Investment Co have been held 
for the past 12 years by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation (CCC) 
a wholly owned corporation in the 
Agriculture Department. 

The CCC, Kuwait, Qatar and 
Lebanon were the major creditors 
of Intra Bank at the time of its 
collapse. When Intra Bank failed, 
tbe CCC was holding letters of 
credit worth $ 21.8 million for the 
bank’s New York branch. 

The bank’s successor, Intra 
Investment Co., assumed respon- 
sibility for all of Infra' s non- 
banking interests. The CCC then 
acquired seven per cent of tbe 
shares of Intra Investment. 

Since that time, the CCC has 
been using dividends received 
from its shares to reduce tbeS 21 .8 
million debt. At the time of the 
sale of the shares to Lebanon, tbe 
CCC had been able to reduce the 
debt to about $ 8 million, sources 
said. 

Intra Investment Corp. controls 
51 per cent of the Casino Du 
Liban near Beirut. 65 per cent of 
Middle East Airlines, and 90 per 
cent of a shipyard in France, . 
according to Les Lecompt, treas- 
urer of the CCC. 

It also owns a movie studio and 
various real estate properties in 
France and Lebanon, Lecompt 
told Arab News.

Eisenhower’s widow dies 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 2(R) — 
Mamie Eisenhower, widow of 
U.S. President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, died in her sleep in a 
Washington hospital Thunday, 
five weeks after suffering a stroke. 

Mrs. Eisenhower, who would 
have been 83 Nov. 14, had been in 
poor health for some time. Several 
times in recent years she was 
iushed to Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center in Washington 
from her farm at Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, 138 kilometers 
away. 

She entered Walter Reed for 
the last time Sept. 26 after a stroke 
which partly paralyzed her right 
side. 

Hospital sources said she bad 
been under therapy but had not 
made much progress because of 
her age. She died peacefully early 
Thursday of heart failure, a 
spokesman said. 

No members of her family were 
at her bedside but they were 
informed immediately. 


Funeral arrangements were still 
incomplete, but officials ind ica ted 
she would be buried in Abilene, 
Kansas, beside her husband. 

Mrs. Eisenhower was a popular 
first lady during her husband's 
eight yea rs as president but went 
into virtuafseclusion when “Eke” 
died. 

Mamie, as everyone called her, 
had a ready and quick smile that 
— like her husband — became a 
symbol of those Eisenhower years 
from 1953 to 1961. 

Although she appeared infre- 
quently in public after he left the 
White House, she shied away from 
publicity after his death March 28, 
1969 from a heart attack. 

Nearly ail her remaining years 
were spent at the family farm, in

New ‘Sky lab’ shoots down 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP) 
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satellites ever shot into space, is 
scheduled to plunge out of orbit 
this weekend, but the U.S. space 
agency said Friday it poses little 
danger to re siden ts of the earth. 
“{rife National Aeronautics and 
SpaSS’ Administration reported 
tiie satellite should re-enter the 
atmosphere about 0400 GMT 
Sunday, but said it could come 
down anytime 12 hours before 
that time or 12 hours afterwards. 

The North American Air 
Defease command in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, made the re- 
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entry estimation based on tracking 
data which shows that atmos- 
pheric friction has dragged the 
satellite down to within 243 
kilometers of earth. When it was 
launched in 1965, it ranged out as 
far as 736 Kilometers. 

At 10,350 kflos, Pegasus 2 is 
much lighter than the 69,750 kilo 
Skylab space station which cre- 
ated a sensation when it dropped 
out of orbit last July. Skylab 
sprayed flaming debris over the 
Indian Ocean and Western 
Australia but caused.no damage 
or injury. 

When Pegasus 2 was placed in 
c&xfc. it unfolded two wing- tike 
afWBtfo a span of 29 meters, giving 
it tfie appearance of a giant space 
bird, linn aluminum patches on 
the wings were rigged to measure 
meteoroid penetrations. 

NASA said computer projec- 
tions indicate that about 9,315 
kilos of the satellite should burn 
up from re-entry heat, and that 
about, 1,035 kilos of harder mat- 
erials might survive and reach 
earth after breaking into small 
pieces.

Computer starts training 
for Lake Placid Games 


LAKE PLACID, New York, 
Nov. 2 ( AP) — The first run of the 
women's Olympic giant slalom is 
being held three months ahead of 
schedule and 2,000 miles south- 
west of here, in Austin, Texas. 

So are hockey games, figure 
skating competitions, speed skat- 
ing races and a large number of 
training sessions. But the athletes 
don't have to show up. It is all a 
simulation designed to test an 
intricate computer system to be 
used at the 1980 Winter Olympics 
here. 

The tests were being conducted 
Thursdav and Friday at the Austin 


plant of Texas Instruments, the 
system’s builder. 

“We're going to load it down as 
much as we can,” said Mary Lou 
Brown, the Lake Placid Olympic 
Organizing Committee’s director 
of information systems. 

The results system, which will 
cost about $ 10 million to install 
and run, is built around a compu- 
ter the size of a desk drawer. 

There will be two of the small 
computers here when the games 
are held in February, with 
scoreboards. 67 terminals .and 
miles of data lines and tuning 
wires.

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FEAST OF SACRIFICE 


It is proper that the joy of the holy Al Adha feast should be mixed 
with mourning: For twelve years now the Holy Sanctuary in 
Jerusalem has languished in enemy hands. Those of the faithful who 
gathered in Mecca for the feast, or who are now celebrating it in all 
the comers of the globe, must realize that the observance which 
perfects one’ s faith is that of Jihad: Holy War waged in the cause of 
justice, foritbe achievement of Islam's rights and the security of its 
domains, i 

The plight of the Holy Sanctuary dramatizes but does not exhaust 
the list of wrongs which Muslims have to right before they can meet 
Al Adha with the full joy which is its due. Many Muslims com- 
munities around the world are under threat from inimical regimes. 
Enemies of Islam continue doing their best to divide the Islamic 
world, fomenting sectarian strife when no other means to disrupt the 
lands of Islam present themselves. 

Then there are the problems of hunger and underdevelopment in 
many parts of the Islamic world. Many forces opposed to the Muslim 
world see it in their interest to deny it the means of technological and 
scientific advancement, so that it may remain at their mercy. Here 
Zionism, crass materialism and atheism converge. 

The Feast of Sacrifice comes as a reminder of how much is still to 
be done if Islam is to regain its former glory in the world, as the spirit 
of one of the greatest civilizations the world has seen. If the ideals of 
justice, human brotherhood, tolerance and reverence for learning 
and science are to find full embodiment among us once more, we 
have to be prepared for the vast sacrifices — human as well as 
material — this will entail. 

It might be said that this is not the first time Al Adha has elicited 
such calls. Let that be. For not to repeat them is to surrender to 
despair. This, our faith tells us, is the greatest of sins. 


OMINOUS PARALLELS 


Some European observers of ibe mounting economic and political 
chaos in Israel are beginning to draw parallels with the situation in 
the Weimar Republic in Germany between the wars, on the eve of 
the Nazi rise to power. 

The comparison is especially poignant for Jews everywhere. The 
series of political and economic disasters which ushered in that most 
brutal of all regimes could be taken as direct cause for the -massive 
human tragedy which the Jews of Europe suffered. It could also be 
seen at the heart of the tragedy which tins Palestinian people are still 
suffering. For it was they who had to pay for Europe's guilt over the 
fate of the Jews. 

The parallels are indeed striking. The Weimar Republic's fate was 
sealed wben the inflation got irrevocably out of hand. Israel infla- 
tion, now ar over a hundred per cent annually, shows no signs of 
abating. If Germany s economic collapse had much to do with the 
war indemnities the country had to pay the Allies. Israel's inflation is 
decisively caused by its expenditure on war and war-preparedness. 

On the political level, just as the Nazis found, among the estab- 
lished politicians and military leaders, some who were stupid enough 
to aid and abet their designs, there are those in the Israeli ruling 
establishment who are aiding and abetting the so-called Bloc of 
Faith or Gush Emunim. TTiis grouping shows the same contempt for 
laws, the same muddled monomaniacal mysticism as the Nazis. They 
are at the moment meeting with a similar success. 

The case of the Eton Moreh settlement, ruled illegal by the Israeli 
Supreme Court, illustrates the point admirably. The Gush Emunim 
settlers, in their rejection of the court ruling, have had the backing of 
Ariel Sharon, minister of agriculture in Begin" s government. It was 
him who suggested, as a way out, the transformation of Eton Moreh 
into a military settlement, thus removing it from the courf s jurisdic- 
tion. 

These parallels are not made by Arab observers, but by journalists 
and academics working in Israel. They all see that the unchecked 
ambitions of Gush Emimim, and the nervelessness of official reac- 
tions to them, will finally put paid to whatever slim chance a just and 
peaceful settlement of .the Palestine problem might still be said to 
have. 


Ted Kennedy 
is no longer 
biding time

WASHINGTON — 

Like two heavyweights going through the pre- 
fight rituals of mutual affection and respect, Jimmy 
Carter and Sen. Edward Kennedy met and shook 
hands on Saturday, Oct 20, on a sunny Boston 
morning. 

The occasion was the formal opening of the 
impressive Kennedy Memorial Library. Had it not 
been for politics, the event would have been merely 
the opportunity for the solemn remembrance of the 
murdered 35th President. 

But it now seems dear that the handshake was 
the last time for some while that the current presi- 
dent, and the young Massachusetts senator who 
openly covets his job, will meet as friends. Next 
week Sen. Kennedy is expected to declare his can- 
didacy, and the bloodiest political duel in recent 
American history will get under way. 

According to his close associates, Kennedy is 
rushing forward with his announcement — he had 
planned to wait until December — for one very 
good reason: tough opposition from Carter was 
beginning to get him rattled. 

Some of the impressive headway he had gained 
this summer has been lost in the past month: the 
‘straw polT in Florida, which Carter won hand- 
somely, surprised and dismayed some Kennedy 
supporters: the opinion polls published here last 
week all indicate the beginnings of serious erosion 
of Kenned/ s support. 

The New York Times -CBS New poll, for exam- 
ple, showed that Kennedy's advantage over Carter 
had fallen from more than three to one in July to 
less than two to one in mid-October. NBC News 
reported that Carter’s ‘national approval rating’ 
had more than doubled in the past 15 weeks — 
though analysts point out that Carter’s renewed 
strength in the Deep South had distorted the 
results. In the Northeast, the Midwest and the 
Pacific and Mountain states, Kennedy was still well 
ahead. 

Carter, proving himself an accomplished political 
tactician, announced an extraordinary coup on 
October 19. He had persuaded Speaker Thomas 
1 Tip' O' Neill — a close friend and political crony of 
Kennedy’s — to chair next August’s Democratic 
Party Convention in New York City. For O’Neill to 
have accepted the President’s invitation Is an 
undoubted body blow to the Senator’s ambitions — 
and one more reason why be now has to move 
quickly to establish, in public, his interests for the 
coming year. 

‘ Mr. Carter’s blood is up,' said one Kennedy sup- 
porter. ‘We've got a fight on our bands.' (OFNS). 





Muck-raking gets a bad odor in France

PARIS — 

The suicide of Labor Minister Robert Baulin is 
having repercussions tbrought French public fife, 
posing questions on the role of the press, the 
administration of justice, and the ethics of govern- 
ment 

Investigative journalism is on trial, in particular 
the devastatingly irreverent satirical weekly Le 
Canard Enchain*, alongside the steid and respected 
evening newspaper Le Monde as well as Minute n a 
flamboyant for- right publication. 

The crisis seemed likely to intensify as unrepen- 
tant newspapers said they would continue to publ- 
ish exposes about leading politicians, disregarding 
establishment condemnation of the reports on 
property deals involving Boutin before he drowned 
himself in a forest pool outside Paris. 

Shocked politicians immediately reacted to the 
tragedy with charges that Boulin was bounded to 
death by muck-nmkmg journalists. 

National Assembly President Jacques Chaban- 
Deliuas, whose tax returns were once given an 
embarrassing airing by Canard said a press cam- 
paign against Boulin had been murderous in its 
effect Interior Minister Christian Bonnet said 
Boulin’ s death proved “the pen can kflT’. 

The debate which erupted within hours of the 
minister’s death, was concentrated on the rights and 
duties of a free press and whether the private affairs 
of public people should remain private. 


Commentators drew parallels with the suicide iri- 
1 936 of Roger Salengro, Socialist interior minister- 
in Leon Blum’s Popular Front government, follow- 
ing unfounded right-wing charges that he deserted ■ 
to the Germans as a soldier in World War I. 

But soon other issues broke into the soulr 
searching sweeping France, such as the extent of 
corrupt practices among politicians and govern- 
ment officials entrenched in office for more than 20 
years by the Gaullists and their allies. 

The broader dimensions were added by Boutin's 
suicide note, in which be attacked his cabinet col- 
league Justice Minister Alain Peyrefitte and 
accused a judge of spite and inexperience and of 
being out to “bag a minister.” 

One new issue was the hardship and distortions 
created by a slow-moving legal system under which 
disputes and prosecutions can drag on year after 
year. 

Should Boulin, a pillar of the Gaullist establish- 
ment, have remained in office wben he and minis- 
terial colleagues knew his purchase in 1974 of two 
hectares (five acres) of land on the Riviera was the 
subject of a judicial inquiry?

Cambodia, may gain from a Vietnamese victory

BANGKOK — 

“The Pol Pot ade is finished. Their morale is low, 
and most of them don’t know what 1116 / re fighting 
for. They just talk vaguely about Angkar (the 
Organization). One tried to sell roe his rifle for$ 20. 
All he wanted was food and a long, long sleep.’’ 

A young Thai army lieutenant was talking in his 
orchid-festooned dugout less than a mile from the 
Cambodian border. 

In the Thai capital, a Cambodia-watcher saya: 
‘The fact is the Khmer Rouge haven't captured 
anything or blown up anything. They haven’t 
demonstrated to the world that they' re a potent 
force to be reckoned with.' 

Before the monsoon rains began to inundate 
Cambodia, Pot Pot had promised *a people’s waf . 
The forces of the Heng Samrin regime and their 
Vietnamese backers were to be sucked into a 
quagmire of ambush, guerrilla harassment and 
popular uprising. 

‘People’s wa? presupposes the support of the 
people. Though bis civilian hostages and teenage 
shock troops have been brutalized into quiescence, 
popular support is nil. 

' The wet season has seen Khmer civilians fleeing 
from Khmer Rouge-dominated areas into areas 
controlled by Heng Samrin or the so-called ‘Third 
Alternative’, the Thailand-based Khmer rightist 
groups of the Khmer Serei. There has been no 
traffic in the opposite direction. 

‘With water we have rice, with rice we have 
everything,’ The ousted Prime Minister observed at 
the height of his power. Without rice, it could be 
said, they have nothing. 

The only Khmer Rouge resistance to register any 
successes in recent months has been in the remote 
north-eastern provinces of the country — in 
Ratanakiri and Mondolkni The terrain is wild and 


inhospitable and the stamping ground of Khmer 
bandits and revolutionaries for generations. 

Western sources say the forces, remnants of the 
801st and 920the divisions, have enjoyed support 
from Vietnamese opponents of Hanoi — Montag- 
nards and former TTiieu regime troops — but have 
still been tittle more than a minor irritant. 

To the west, in Kratie province and Kompong 
Thom province, four Vietnamese divisions recently 
‘mopped up* the remnants of the Khmer Rouge 
260tb brigade. 

Thai marine officers based opposite the Car- 
damomes mountain range, predicted as the last 
impregnable Khmer Rouge stronghold, say the tat- 
tered remnants of two divisions are holding out . 
there inside a net of Vietnamese-backed forces. 
Given time they will die of hunger and disease. 

The other border areas are a patchwork of small 
Khmer Rouge enclaves, perhaps 25,000 strong, and 
Vietnamese-backed troop concentrations. Only the 
monsoon mud has prevented Phnom Penh’s 
deployment of the massive quantities of Soviet- 
supplied armor ferried into the country since 
Phnom Penh was taken in January. In a few weeks 
that mud will have dried. 

The object of the exercise in prospect will be 
twofold. First to cut lines between the Khmer 
Rouge and Thailand, ending the flow of Chinese 
supplies to the Pol Pot remnants. Second, to bring 
an end to the fiction that the Pol Pot regime com- 
mands any popular support or controls large 
swathes of territory inside Cambodia. 

One line of thought hash that Vietnam's 200,000 
or so troops in Cambodia are mostly militiamen or 
reluctant southern conscripts not up to the task. On 
the ground, it looks tike wishful thinking. 

More constructive thinking might suggest that, 
once the Khmer Rouge cancer is removed from 
Cambodia's ravaged body, there might be room for 
national reconstruction and moves towards a politi- 


cal settlement 

The logic is clear. Vietnamese Prime Minister 
Pham Van Dong said recently that Vietnam would 
pull out of Cambodia ‘when the danger of aggres- 
sion and interference from outside no longer exist.’ 

So how effectively will the Vietnamese be able to 
seal die border with Thailand? And how many 
Khmers will choose to shelve their -traditional 
enmity towards Vietnam? 

Five hundred miles, much of it forest and scrub 
land, will not be easy to police, but mines, shar- 
pened bamboo punji sticks and exhaustive patrol- 
ling can make infiltration unpleasant. 

Some Khmers from the Sihanouk .and Lon No! 
eras have already thrown in their lot with Pfaom 
Penh. Indeed the new central committee of the 
Khmer National United Front for National Salva- 
tion includes several prominent Sihanoukists, and 
the appeal has gone out to Khmers overseas to 
return. 

In Thailand, the anti- Vietnamese Khmer libera- 
tion Croats proliferate. As one diplomat observed, 
‘The number of provisional governments has 
increased in inverse proportion to the number of 
people they allege to govern.’ 

the signs are that Chinese money will be placed 
on these groups in unholy alliance with whatever 
can be salvaged of Khmer Rouge military forces. Id 
tandem with a second Chinese ‘lesson’ against Vie- 
tnam, they will be used to fracture whatever 
Vietnamese-ordered tranquility is achieved.

Norodom Sihanouk observed recently that ‘one day 
our unfortunate people will have only the choice of 
being devoured by tigers or swallowed by 
crocodiles.’

A conference supplement will 
sometimes be added. 

A conference on pediatrics will 
be held Nov. IS and 19 at the 
Riyadh Military’ Hospital. Papers 
and reports will be recorded and 
primed in the Journal. A supple- 
.ment on clinical biochemistry 
based on a symposium held at the 
Riyadh Military Hospital in 
October is now at the press for the 
next issue. 

Ledward explains: "We must 
endeavor to keep the standards of 
the journal high while at the same 
time giving the undergraduate and 
junior physicians a forum to 
express their ideas. The journal 
must have a teaching role in the 
propagation of scientific informa- 
tion and senior staff are encour- 
aged to support their juniors in 
compiling reports and studies for 
publication." 

The Journal will probably be 
most valuable for its articles on 
medical problems in Saudi Arabia 
■t riri th e Middle East. One article. 
Study of One Thousand Conseco - 
tm Malignant Neoplasms in Saudis 
1975-1977, by G.A. Stirling, 
A.M. Khalil, G.M. Nada, A. A. 
Saad and M.A. Raheem from the 
King Abdul Aziz University Hos- 
pital in Jeddah, will appear in the 
second issue of the Journal. 

The authors reviewed 1,000 
cases of malignant disease occur- 
ring in the Western Region and 
developed proportional rates 
from their data. 

Their results revealed, in part, 
“that malignant lymphoma in 
Saudi Arabia differs from the dis- 
ease in Western countries in its 
greater frequency," and “is the 
commonest of the life-threatening 
malignancies." This report nicely 
points the need forth e Journal. 

Papers included are reports on 
work, review articles and case 
reports, particularly those on 
medicine in Saudi Arabia. If 
necessary they are reviewed by 
members of the national advisory 
board and sometimes sent to vari- 


ous leading specialists for further 
review. 

Not all p>apers submitted are 
published. They must meet the 
standards of the Journal and the 
general requirements of accepted 
format. 

There is no lack of material. 
Before the second issue is on the 
shelves, the fourth is being put 
together. 


“Papjers are coming in from all 
over the world,” Ledward says. 
“We find the response gratifying 
and exciting." Letters of congratu- 
lations and encouragement, as 
well as contributions, have come 
from Iran, Iraq and Libya. 

When an important paper is 
submined, it is sent to a specialist 
to submit another p»per as an 
editorial review. The original 
paper and the editorial review will 
then be published together. 

In the fourth issue, a paper on 
leprosy by Dr. Zohair Sebai from 
the University of Riyadh will be 
accompanied by one by Dr. W.H. 
Joplingfrom St. Thomas' Hospital 
in London. This format has been

The Journal is mailed to every 
hosprital and medical library in the 
United States, Britain and 
Australia, as well as physicians in 
Saudi Arabia and the Middle East.

Ledward will leave his consult- 
ing post in January to return to 
William Harvey Hospital, in Ash- 
ford, Kent, as consultant obstetri- 
cian and gynecologist with rooms 
in Ashford and Harley Street.

U.S. gold auction 
depresses prices 
in Europe trading 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (Agen- 
cies) — The low average price 
of bids at Thursday's U.S. 
Treasury gold auction in 
Washington depressed bullion 
prices in European trading 
Friday. The dollar was mixed. 

In its first gold sale since 
announcing plans to varv the 
amounts and dates of auctions, 
the Treasury sold l .25 million 
ounces of bullion at an average 
price of $ 372.30 a troy ounce 
.92. This compared with clos- 
ing prices in Europe Thursday 
night of $ 380.50 in London 
and $ 378.00 in Zurich. 

The London market reacted 
Friday with an opening price of 
$ 372.50 an ounce, down $ 8. 

“People bad expected a 
slightly higher average price at 
the auction, although they 
noted that the entire, heavy 
offering was completely 
bought," said one dealer. 

The gold sale was the first 
since the treasury changed 
procedures two weeks ago, 
when it said it would announce 
gold sales only at the last 
minute to deter speculation. 
Previously, gold was sold off in 
regular batches of 750,000 
ounces a month.

Additional energy prices lie ahead 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (WP) 
— For the last seven years, 
American politics has been stuck 
on the painful question to let 
domestic oil producers have the 
full benefit of the huge increases in 
world oil prices set by the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 

Now a new reality is emerging. 
It appears that the oD companies 
have ground down the opposition. 
They seem to have won. 

Federal price controls are on 
the way out, which means addi- 
tional energy price increases lie 
ahead. And Congress does not 
seem disposed as it once did to 
impose a heavy "windfall- profits?’ 
tax on oil producers. 

President Carter helped push 
through Congress last year a bill to 
lift price controls on natural gas, 
and now has begun to lift controls 
on domestically produced oil as 
well. . 

Hie House last week turned 
aside almost casually a proposal 
that oil controls be reimposed. 
The vote was 257 to 135. 

■ A citizens group boasting on its 
letterhead such powerful member 
organizations as the auto workers, 
the machinists , the state, county 
and municipal employees and the 
National Council of Senior Citi- 
zens, tried to stage a national day 
of protest. The turnout was spotty. 

The leading politician still nom- 
inally in favor of controls is Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
President Carter's likely chal- 
lenger for next year's Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

But Kennedy has done little 
Sailing on this issue of late, and 
aides say one reason is that he rec- 
ognizes congressional sentiment 
has shifted. Controls are a loser. 

Says Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 


Says Rep. James R. Jones, 
D-Okla., an increasingly influen- 
tial House member who favors 
decontrol: “The consensus in the 
House is that controls win work 
for a short period of time, say for 
less than a year, but long term, 
they are a disaster." 

There is also the powerful 
argument, heard in Che Nixon and 
Ford a dminis trations as well as 
Carter’s that higher energy prices 
are in some ways good for the 
country. They stimulate increased 
domestic production.

The lifting of price controls and 
raising of retail prices are the lat- 
est in a series of reforms that 
would have been economic heresy 
a year ago. 

The aim is a rapid improvement 
in living standards and a reduction 
in unemployment. Another pur- 
pose is the need to make quick 
profits to finance modernization. 

The government is especially 
concerned at the wide differences 
between agricultural and indus- 
trial costs, with the 800 million 
peasants getting meagre returns 
for their output and then having to 
pay high prices for manufactured 
goods, machinery and fertilisers. 

It decided to raise state purchas- 
ing prices and these were passed 
on to consumer Thursday, seem- 
ingly with fairly few complaints as 
city workers will receive an extra 
five yuan ( $ 3) a month in com- 
pensation. 

The government has said the 
difference between its increased 
earnings from the higher prices 
and the cost of the wage increases 
will leave it one billion yuan ( $ 
600 million) per year out of poc- 
ket.

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Guerrillas esca pe 


Two killed in attack on Soweto police station 


SOWETO, South Africa, Nov. 2 (AP) — 
Black guerrillas struck a police station in this 
sprawling black community early Friday with 
Soviet band grenades and assault rifles, 
police said two black policemen were killed. 

Another black policeman and a civilian 
were wounded in the attack, the second in 
six months against a police station in Soweto. 

Maj. Gen. Victor Verster. police comman- 
der of riot control, said a group of up to four 
blacks attacked the Orlando Police Station at 
about 12:40 a.m. 

He said the attackers let loose with an 
‘‘indiscriminate" burst of fire from Soviet 
AJC-47 rifles at policemen and civilians in the 
charge office. At the same time, Verster said, 
other men threw four hand grenades at the 
back of the station. 

According to Soweto residents, police 


units poured into the township of about l.S 
million and mounted house* to- house 
searches. By midday there had been no 
arrests, and the township was functioning 
normally. 

Verster described the attack as a “fiasco" 
and as '■“futile.” No leaflets were left behind 
by die attackers, as they were in the last 
attack on a police station May 3. 

“What particular instructions Moscow 
gave them to carry out this attack I do not 
know,” Verster said. 

The raid did little damage to the police 
station. 

The charge office and several cars outside 
were pocked with bullet boles, and the win- 
dows of several buildings behind the police 
station were smashed by the grenade blasts. 


Police officers said the attack lasted only a 
few minutes, and the guerrillas fled by car. 

On May 3, the Moroka Polioe Station was 
hit by a guerrilla attack in which one police- 
man was killed and five other persons 
injured. One suspect was arrested after that 
attack but escaped from police custody. 

Jimmy Kruger, who was ministerof police 
at the time, warned after the Moroka attack 
that more assaults could be expected. Police 
said at the time that security measures at 
Soweto police stations had been tightened. 

In June, 1976, Soweto was hit by bloody 
black rioting which resulted in hundreds of 
deaths. The upheaval was sparked by a stu- 
dent protest over education policies, but later 
vented general black majority resentment of 
the white- minority government. 

Meanwhile, the South African Council of 


Churches (SACC) warned the white minority 
government that the attack on the police sta- 
tion showed “countless thousands of black 
people are becoming desperate " 

Bishop Desmond Tutu issued a statement 
extending sympathies to relatives of the two 
policemen killed in the raid. 

“The SACC has consistently deplored the 
use of violence to achieve political ends and 
we can therefore express only our sorrow at 
the attack.” he said. 

“The attack represents the work of desper- 
ate men. We wish to warn the authorities that 
countless thousands of black people are 
becoming desperate because of the inhuman 
and oppressive conditions under which the 
apartheid laws force them to exist,” the 
statement said.

40 on board 

Supertanker missing in Atlantic 


OSLO, Norway, Nov. 2 (AP) — The 
Norwegian ship Berge Vanga is missing in 
the South Atlantic with 40 persons 
aboard, its owner reported Friday. 

Sig. Bergesen D.Y. and Company said 
the 224,000 ton vessel, en route from 
Brazil to Japan with a cargo of ore, had not 
been in radio contact since Monday. 

The International AMVBJ ship- 
tracking system has not heard from the 
vessel since Saturday. 

Berge Vanga had been due to round the 
Cape of Good Hope on the southern tip of 
Africa Friday. Shipping authorities in 


South Africa have been alerted and so 
have other ships in the area, a company 
spokesman said. 

Berge Vanga is a sister ship of the Berge 
fstra ore-otl tanker which went down in 
the Pacific Ocean on Dec. 30, 1975. 
Thirty-two people where lost from that 
ship. Only two Spanish crew members 
survived after spending 20 days at sea on a 
life raft. 

According to the company spokesman, 
Berge Vanga ’s crew included mine Nor- 
wegian officers, one Danish citizen and 30 
Filipinos. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 (AP) — Repub- 
lican Senator Howard H. Baker formally 
entered the ever-widening 1980 U.S. presi- 
dential sweepstakes Thursday and two others 
prepared to follow suit. 

The Tennessee senator’s announcement 
came as no surprise. At the same time, there 
was word that California Governor Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. would enter the Democratic 
race Nov. 8 in Washington, one day after 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts announces his candidacy in Bos- 
ton. President Jimmy Carter is set to 
announce his bid for re-election on Dec. 4. 

Adding another dimension to the frenetic 
political maneuvering was a move by Repub- 
lican Ronald Reagan to purchase television 
time for his official declaration of candidacy 
on Nov. 13. 

While candidates rushed toward the start- 
ing gate for the primaries, John White and 
BUI Brock, chairmen of the Democratic and 
Republican parties, respectively, debated 
issues likely to highlight the campaign. 

-The two agreed that dollars and cents- 
issues and other domestic problems will be 
the principal themes. But they parted com- 
pany on whether the voters will hold Democ- 
rats or Republicans accountable for rising 
prices, declining purchasing power and 
chvindling fuel supplies. 

“This is going to be primarily a campaign of

issues that affect people where they live, the 
issues of inflation, taxes, energy, jobs;" 
Brock said at a national town meeting at the 

Kennedy Center here. 

"“I think this Democratic administration 
with this Congress and this president have 
been truthful with the American people,” 
White said. “We have faced the issues that 
other administrations, both Democratic and 
Republican, have refused to face.” 

The two agreed that the death of a young 
woman in. a 1 969 automobile accident involv- 
ing Kennedy should not be an issue. 


The saying" When in Rome...” does not 
mean, as some enthusiasts have supposed, 
that one is to go around molesting ladies 
on the public thoro ughfar es, as is the want 
of the Eternal City’s inhabitants.

What struck me 
immediately were the general looks of 
contempt and annoyance from the public. 
Rather than a youthful foible, the ally 
tricks were seen as nothing bnt signs of 
meanness, stupidity, and malice towards 
the welfare of toe public. It is also unsport- 


ing in so as the conductor on the Loudon 
bus does not seek out new passenger to 
make them pay, but expects eveiyone m 
attract his attention for a ticket. To delib- 
erately avoid payment is also an indictable 
offence here. I thought to take them aside 
to explain that what they did was not at all 
funny, no matter what they might think 
back in . . . But I strongly doubted that h 
would do any good. 

Then there are those who drive then 
cars here as though they were in their owe 
happy-go-lucky lands. Now in place* 
where irresponsible driving is the norm 
everyone makes constant allowances fa 
the vagaries of everyone else's conduct 
Chaos itself tends to even itself into ; 
semblance of order. But where ever^a 
is observing toe rules and regulations, ; 
rogue driver puts others and himself a 
double jeopardy. No one expects yoa et 
stop wherever you like or overtax j 
whatever way you think available. No one 
except the intrepid viator from the Middl 
East, would take traffic signals as a dial 
lenge to his driving abilities. 

I also know-an Arab who took re si dene 
in one of London' s more quiet and leaf 
suburbs. His habit every time he returae 
from work was to start blaring his bom tfa 
moment he entered his street, so that tb 
family would know the master was b* 
for dinner. When he rebuffed his neigj 
bets' pleas to desist, the police were calk 
in. All he had to do was to notice th 
people simply do not do such things her 
Another man bought a house in a street 
which all the houses were painted whit 
He did not like this, so painters we 
brought m, and soon the house was 
multi-colored eyesore. He had not tra 
bled to ask permission from the releva 
authorities; who were soon called in 
remedy the situation. The street is back 
what it.was.

PARIS, Nov. 2 ( AP) — Jacques Mesrine, 
France’s public enemy No. 1, was reported 
shot and killed Friday in a working class 
neighborhood in Paris, government officials 
said. 

The handsome, flamboyant Mesrine had 


embarrassed French police for months, 
ping in and out of Paris and France desj 
nationwide dragnet. 


The details of his reported shooting c 
were not immediately available. 


Guardsmen, leftists clash 

Violence claims 18 Salvadoreans 


SAN SALVADOR, Nov. 2 (R) — At least 
18 people, including six National Guard- 
smen, have died in fresh dashes in troubled 
El Salvador as opposition to the new 
civilian- military junta appeared to mount. 

A military spokesman said 12 people were 
killed near the central market here Wednes- 
day when armed leftist demonstrators hurled 
incendiary bombs at security forces in a pas- 


sing truck. 

He said the troops opened fire in self- 
defense. 

Six National Guardsmen were killed ear- 
lier in an ambush 67 kilometers southeast of 
the capital. 

The clashes occurred three days after lef- 
tists stormed a newspaper office. At least 20 
people died in a six-hour battle with security 
forces. 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (AP) — Zira- 
. babwe Rhodesia guerrillas have said 
they will quit the London peace calks 
and return to their African war bases if 
Britain persists in its plan to rule the 
country directly before independence 
backed by the black government’s 
white-led police force. 

“The British Conservative govern- 
ment will not rest until we actually 
capitulate ” a guerrilla spokesman said 
late Thursday, after a day of asingly 
angry argument between Britain and 
the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance. 

“We will not do it. And if they insist, 
we will pack our bags and go back to 
the war. This is make or break for us," 
Eddison Zvobgo, spokesman for front 
co-leader Robert Mugabe, told a news 
conference Thursday night. 

The eight- week- old talks plunged 


into serious trouble over the front’s 
insistence that Britain’s plan will rig 
pre- independence elections in favor of 
the opposing delegation led by the 
country's first black premier, Abel 
Muzorewa. 

The front maintains that a United 
Nations peacekeeping force must 
police toe proposed cease-fire in toe 
seven-year war, or that government 
and guerrilla forces be integrated 
before the election among the coun- 
try's seven million blacks and 230,000 
whites.

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. WASHINGTON, Nov. 2 ( R) — Scientists and 
White House officials have begun an investigation 
to determine if a superbolt of lightning could have 
caused the recent explosion at first suspected of 
being a South African nuclear test 

The explosion, detected by satellite in the Indian 
Ocean in late September, prompted speculation in 
Washington that South Africa had become a nuc- 
lear power. 

South Africa promptly denied that it had tested a 
nuclear device and U.S. officials subsequently indi- 
cated they were having second thoughts about their 
original belief. 


A theory now being given credence by American 
scientists is that the explosion was caused by a 
superbolt — a lightning flash so powerful that it can 
release as much energy as a small nuclear weapon. 

White House press secretary Jody Powell dis- 
closed Thursday that the superbolt theory was 
being examined at a meeting which opened that day 
and was expected to continue for at least another 
day. 

Other possible causes of toe explosion were said 
to be a natural event, such as a fireball plunging 
from space or a malfunction in a U.S. observation 
satellite.
